MR. MARMARO: JT call Susan Monserrate. 

MK. TELLER: Judge, may we approach the bench 
one minute? 

THE COURT: Yes. 

(At the bench.) 

MR. TELLER: If the Assistant U. S. Attorney 
is calling fingerprint experts, the defense is willing 
to stipulate that the fingerprints in question are 
Maurice Brown's. 

MR. MARMARO: I think for the record we should 
make clear the fingerprint evidence will relate to a 
check not listed in the indictment. It will be offered 


in the nature of a similar act. It has not yet been 


received in evidence. I certainly would be happy ta 
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show it to counsel now at this time so he can examine it. 
MR. TELLER: For the record, I will object 
to any similar acts coming in. 
THE COURT: ‘ake your offer. Maybe we can 
deal with it now. 
MR. MARMARO: Through my witness? 


THE COURT: No, make your offer of proof in 


connection with this particular check. 


MR. MARMARO: We cffer Government Exhibit 8 
for identification into evidence. It is an /merican 
Express money order. Its serial number is $0-400,591,450. 
MR. TELLER: May I get the indictnent for 
a second? May I be excused for one second? 


THE COURT: Here it is. 


MR. TELLER: You are offering this now? 


MR. MARMARO: I am offering it. 


MR. TELLER: I object to the offer in evidence. 


THE COURT: Let's hear the offer. Make your 


MR. MARMARO: We offer Government Exhibit & 
for identification into evidence. 

THE COURT: It is not listed. Do you want 
to explain it? 


MR. MARMARO: There has been testimony that 
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this is a group of the forty money orders stolen from 
this shipment of American Express money orders. We 
would offer to show the defendant's knowledge and 
intent as to the remaining money orders. This money 
Order does not have the defe dant's name on it at all. 
It is made out to an individual. The address is 
illegible. In no way can the defendant be connected 
with this money order except through the fingerprint. 
The fact his fingerprint is en it is probative of his 
knowledge and intent with respect to the other money 
orders. 

THE COURT: You object? 

MR. TELLER: Yes. 

THE COURT: At the time the offer is made I 
will cverrule your objection and receive it. 

Let's see what that stipulation is. The 
Stipulation is that if the Government fingerprint 
expert were called to testify he would testify -- first 
of all, he is an expert?
